Regarding the possibility of establishing a Scholarship 
in connection with the work now done by the Margaret Eaton School, 
which may be transferred to the University, it should be possible 
for Miss Somers to have the present M. E. S. 2-yr. course trans- 
ferred and continued as it has been, and to have a Scholarship 
for this course - one condition of which would be a certain 
standard of proficiency in English Literature. And it would 
be an advantage if there could also be included a certain standard 
in Oral Expression. 

The awarding of a Scholarship would be simpler if it were 
a 3-yr. course, as the winners could be chosen from the first 
year pupils. 

At the Conservatory of Music in awarding a Scholarship, 
the Conservatory examiners, who go all over Canada giving 
examinations, have opportunity to see the work being done by music 
pupils who have never attended Conservatory, and by this means 
a Scholarship applies to the first year* 

It is not clear how a similar plan could be worked in 
conjunction with this Scholarship. However, Mr. Lewis might be 
able to get Miss Somers working on it. In certain subjects 
there are probably what is known as Summer Courses which might 
provide suitable contacts.

Miss Somers was in to soe me yesterday and said that 
she hoped to discuss further the matter of the taking over of 
The Margaret Eaton School by the University, with the Board 
of Governors, at a meeting on Thursday, She asked if you 
would be willin.;' to write a letter to Dr. Cody assuring the 
Board of Governors of the Company's willingness for the school 
to be merged with the University course of Health and Physical 
Education. 

A short time ago I had asked Miss Somers to give some 
thought to the possibility of some scholarships given in the 
name of Mrs. Timothy Eaton to second-year students, to be 
awarded at the discretion of the Council of the course in 
Health and Physical Education, on the basis of high scholar- 
ship and particularly good standing in literature anc. spoken 
English, Miss Somers reported that she had given much thought 
to J this matter and that she as prospective principal of the 
University course, would welcome this suggestion very warmly. 
She suggested that as the course is of three years duration, 
two second year ana two third year scholarships, each of the 
value of $300. to $400. might be offered.
